The section relating to warning sig- 


nals is of, especial significance as it 
closely conforms to similar action tak- 
en last month by the State of Cali- 
fornia and to measures now in effect 
in over a score of large cities. It pro- 
vides that eveiy motor vehicle shall be 
equipped with a signal device "which, 
shall produce an abrupt sound suffict-- 
ently loud to servp 
warning of danger.'' as an adequate 


While making 


compulsory the use of a powerful sig- 
nal, the law stipulates that "no person, 
shall make or cause to be made any 
unnecessary noise with such a signal 
or use the same except as a warning 
of danger." 


The circumstances attending the pas- 


sage of this measure are particularly 
interestina 
A member of the Legis- 


lature, a non-motoiist. intioduced a 
bill making illegal the use of any 
warning signal except that operated b/ 
means of a rubber bulb. The commit- 
tee to which this was referred made aa 
investigation and found that the bulb 
hom was entirely inadequate and in- 
efficient as a safety device. The pro- 
posed bill was therefore rejected and 
the present statute providing for the 
restricted use of a powerful signal suo- 
stituted. 


Legislation of thij character in the 


inteiest oi public safety and public 
comfort -as done much, toward remov- 
ing the prejudice often felt by the pe- 
destrian for the motorist.

this: There "were "circumstances and 
elements in this campaign which were: 
cot decided by the intelligence and the 
^jlans of those who fought the battle, 
Had these circumstances been. oilier- 
Vise the Outcome would have been very 
different. 
We might Use a different 


phraseology arid write 5f the "provi- 
dential elements" of the fight, but for 
the fact tliat it is not fair to single 
cut a few features from a 2'reat and 
complicated IMUifaction, such as this 
campaign was, and call those few 'ele- 
ments •'providential," and thereby in- 
tiroate that all the other phases -were 
void of "providential" characteristics! 
iVe therefore choose the term "over- 
rulings" to convey our meaning, and to 
indicate that there were factors in the 
case which were not intended or in- 
troduced by either commander, and 
Ihat these factors were decisive of the 
nnal outcome. 


1. The delay - of the Confederate 


Army, occasioned at Winchester, June 
13-15, by the forlorn and

Milroy, who 
tried with nine thousand men to stay 
Ihe onward sweep of the Army of 
Northern Virginia, and who had to flee 
at last, leaving four or five thousand 
prisoners, and many cannon; and much 
spoil, in the hands of the _enemy, in 
tne early part of-the campaign, seem- 
ed a Union disaster.

Those days of delay the Army of the 
Potomac was hurrying to intervene 
between the Confederate forces and 
"Washington, aad to put to itself in a 
relation of strategic advantage to de 
fend the threatened border States. Had 
aot this delay occurred, and had Lee 
seen at liberty to march straight for- 
ward across the Potomac on June 12 
instead of June 15, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania would have been open 
gad defenseless before him. 


This delay was one of the "over-rul- 


ings" of the campaign. 


2. Another is found in the change 


of commanders at Frederick, June 2S. 
Had not Hooker been petulant and irn- 
natient. the War Department would 
hardly have ventured to remove him, 
as up to that time his policy had been 
wfse and promising, and indicative of 
the oetter side of that general.

seems probable that he would in that 
case have fought the battle at Gettys- 
burg. No one can forebode whftt then 
misht ha.v'6 occurred.

hour at ChanceilPrsville he lost his 
wits, collapsed, threw away his great j 
opportunity. At Gettysburg he might 
have done the same thing-. His gen- 
eral? distrusted him as incapable of 
handling the army, and the authorities 
at Washington Tvere of the same con- 
viction. In a fit of petulance he gave 
the President and the Secretary of 
"Var the opportunity which they great- 
ly desired—to relieve him from the 
chief command. Meade came to the 
front—not a towering genius, but 
Crusted and admired by his associates.!
